He advocated reading good 
literature, not trash; that teachers 
organize literary societies and start 
small libraries, and not confine lan- 
guage teaching to composition work. 


Dr. Joseph S. Walton, Principal of 


tbe Boys' Department, Friends' Central 
school, Philadelphia, spoke on "Stories 
for Children." 


While telling stories to children 


don't turn aside to tell the moral in 
tbe story; the wo.thy story will tell 
its own moral. A story should be 
within historic limits and should have 
form, color and motion. 


Col L F. Cjpe.aud, of Harrisburg, 


then compared the usefulness of the 
differtnt professions, adding that,min- 
isters, doctors and lawyers live on the 
beamy side of life.

The Constitution Docs 


Follow the Flag, Says Harrison. 


Ex-President Harrison delivered a 


lecture Friday evening before the 
Students' Lecture Association of Mich- 
igan University, Ann Arbor, Mich , 
upon the relation of the annexed terri- 
tories and their civilized inhabitants 
to the United States. It was, General 
Harrison declared, not intended to be 
a legal argument on questions brought 
into discussion by the Porto Ricau 
bill, but rather a popular discussion of 
some of the views that have been ex- 
pressed in relation to the status of our 
annexed territories. 


The ex-president declared that we 


had done something out of the line 
with our historical precedents—not in 
the way of expansion, but in the char- 
acter of it. 


He said we had taken over peoples, 


rather than lands, as heretofore. 


He held the view that the civilized 


inhabitants of the territories were 
citizens of the United States and that 
the revenue provisions of the Constitu- 
tion relating to taxation for federal 
purposes applied to the territories. 


The occasion for the recent depart- 


ure from precedents was found, he 
said, in the character of the inhabit- 
ants of the Philippines. 
As to Porto 


Rico and Hawaii, there would proba- 
bly have been no occasion for treating 
them otherwise than we have usually 
done. The competition of our home 
products, and especially the freedom 
of the Filipinos to settle in the states, 
were causes of alarm. These consid- 
erations, he said, might very appropri- 
ately have had influence when the 
question of taking over the Philip- 
pines was before us, but it was now 
too late. 


He argued that the provisions of the 


Spanish treaty and of all treaties were 
subject to the Constitution and could 
not impair it, and if these islands be- 
came part of the United States, in the 
sense of the Constitution, their people 
became citizens, and the revenue 
clause, which was especially under dis- 
cussion in the Porto Rican case, ap- 
plied. 
He argued that the limita- 


tions in the Constitution upon the 


powers 
of 
congress, 
whether 
ex- 


oressed in the affirmative or negative 
form, applied to the exercise of thai 
power in all places; that the very ob- 
ject in the section requiring duties to 
be uniform throughout the 
United 


States—which was to prevent congress 
to establish anywhere under the juris- 
diction of the United States favored 
ports—would be thwarted if foreign 
goods might be admitted to Porto Rico 
free and thence into the United States 
free. General Harrison further said : 


"If the Constitution relates only to 


the states and their people then all 
things prohibited in states may be done 
in the acquired terrilory,and this view 
of the Constitution is shocking. And 
if it could be done in Porto Rico, why 
could it not be done in Oklahoma, In- 
dian territory and Alaska ? 


It is one thing to tolerate a condi- 


tion that already exists and another 
to create a wrong condition. 
Why 


should we make use of one tariff law 
for the states and another for the ter- 
ritories? There is only one door of 
escape. It is to deny that the territo- 
ries are a part of the United States but 
that region which is governed for the 
general welfare of the United States 
must be a part of the United States. 
If the act of acquiring territory does 
not extend the Constitution to it noth- 
ing will do it except its admission as a 
state. 


"That we give back to Porto Rico nil 


the money we get from her is not excus 
able. It is given as a benefaction, and 
that is only to declare it in a state of 
vassalage. 


"It is said that expansion is the law 


of the natural life, but expansion may 
be dropsical. I do not argue against 
expansion, but the old coach may be B 
safer vehicle for the folks than the bi- 
cycle 


"For one who has gone out of the 


service, but who still loves his country, 
I cannot rejnice in the acquisition of 
lands at the cost of abandonment of 
the old American idea, that g-overnmrat 
by absolute power is intolerable.

in the phenomenal story of the oil re- 
gions. 


AVithin a few years his operations 


covered five counties. He drilled the 
celebrated Matthews well, one of the 
greatest of its time. When the discov- 
ery of natural gas was made he enter- 
ed this field with the same success 
that had attended him in the oil region. 
Then he branched out in the develop- 
ment of coal areas in Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, and this was fol- 
lowed by his venture into gold and sil- 
ver mining in Idaho anfl Colorado. He 
Is president of the Trade Dollar Min- 
ing and Milling company, of Silver 
City, Idaho 
The town of Guffey in 


that state is named after him. 


Col. 
Guffey, in connection with his 


brother, the late Sheriff John M. Guf- 
fey, 
of Westmoreland county, has al- 


ways taken an interest in politics. At 
the Democratic state committee meet- 
ing in August, 1897, Col. Guffey was 
elected a member of the Democratic 
national committee from Pennsylvania, 
which position he has held ever since.

SKW YORK, December 18.—After all 


our fuss and feathers and patriotic rot 
the enemies of R?ar Admiral Dewey 
have triumphed and we are to have no 
Dewey arch to commemorate one of 
the grandest naval victories ever re- 
corded in hioiory since time began. 
There is no commander since the foun- 
dation of the republic who needs a 
triumphal arch to perpetnate his fame 
to future generations less than Admi- 
ral George Dewey. The victory which 
links his name to immortality has no 
parallel in the records of time. He 
went into action with his ships fit for 
naval inspection. 
He fought one of 


the fiercest naval battles of the war. 
He utterly destroyed tbe enemy's fleet 
in a snug harbor almost equal to a fort. 
When the welcome news flashed over 
the wires that the Spanish fleet in 
Manila harbor was destroyed by the 
United States fleet commanded by 
Eear Admiral George Ds svey and that 
the city of Manila was entirely at our 
mercy there was a responsive cry of 
"Thank God for our deliverance" from 
the terror which almost paralyzed the 
nation. If this Spanish fleet should 
escape our coast would be ravaged for 
thousands of miles and such suffering, 
misery and loss as the nation would 
te called on to enduro WDuld shake 
the pillars of the republic, where the 
sight of burning cities and desolated 
homes would be a picture of calamity 
such as our land had never known be- 
fore and which might suddenly bring 
the war to a disgraceful and sorrowful 
end. To thoroughly understand in its 
fulness Admiral Diwey's victory it is 
necessary to take a bird's-eye view of 
the entire situation. When Admiral 
Dewey was ordered to Manila his in 
swuetioas were to capture or destroy 
tbe Spanish fUet. 
Ho,v faithfully he 


obeyed his orders was seen in the re- 
sult. 


It was a quiet Sabbath morning at 


the beginning of May when suddenly 
the word was sent through the fleet to 
prepare for action. Rear Admiral Diwey 
was constituted mentally on the same 
great plan of his grand old preceptor, 
Admiral Farragut, whose name will 
stand for all time in history among 
the Tritons of the sea. 
He never said, 


"Go, boys;" it was always, "Come, 
boys." I can close my eyes and see 
him now lashed in the rigging of the 
Hartford, leading the way to death or 
victory and inspiring the hearts of the 
hundreds of men who saw that glori- 
ous sacrifice. Death was everywhere, 
above, belo*v and all around him, but 
the grand old hero never blanched; he 
was there to do or die. It was the 
same spirit that inspired his pupil, 
George Dewey, when he led his fleet 
into the harbor of Manila; it was 
generally supposed that the entire har- 
bor was one great network of torpe- 
does, similar to those that destroyed 
the battleship Maine in the harbor of 
Havana. 
For seven miles from the 


mouth of the harbor to tne city of Ma- 
nila the shore was lined with the most 
destructive artillery, but there was no 
reply to ther attack—he was hunting 
larger game. 


He was not kept long in suspense, 


for as he passed a cove, not far from 
the city, there lay the Spanish fleet, 
ready to rush forth and to destroy 
him. The power of the Spanish fleet 
was equil to his own and he brought 
his flagship through without material 
injury or the loss of a single man—it 
was a wonderful victory—and the na- 
tion's heart went out to the hero who 
had achieved it and no man in that 
glad hour dared question his primacy 
or desert. 
The rulers of a grateful 


nation recalled him home, and hearing 
that bis health had been undermined 
by long and faithful service, his gov- 
ernment recalled him home for rest 
aud recuperation, telling him to take 
his time and return by any route he 
pleased. 


New York resolved to give him a 


welcome such as had been given to no 
citizen since the foundation of the 
renublic. Frsm Maine to Texas, from 
Xew York to the Gulden Gate not one 
word of dissent was heard, for it seem- 
ed that no reward could be great 
enough to equal the deserts of this 
immortal hero. 


When, after long expectation, the 


admirable reached home, New York 
harbor was filled with craft of every 
description anx'ous to do honor to our 
matchless Viking. 


At last the day came when the im- 


perial city was to crown the hero with 
bays and laurel. A magnificent arch 
bad been erected at a cost of many 
thousands of dollars, surpassing in 
beauty the Arch of Titus, or any other 
of those grand memorials with which 
ancient Rome preserved the memories 
of her immortal sons. When the prop- 
osition was made to erect a magnifi- 
cent arch to perpetuate to millions 
yet unborn the victory of Manila, with 
the imperial splendor of a Komsn 
triumph, the proposition met with 
an instant and generous response and 
thousands of dollars were poured into 
the treasury of the committee having 
the matter in charge, and under thd 
hands of the most skilful artists in 
the land, working day and night, tbe 
Dewey arch grew like a summer dream 
—a vision of wondrous beauty. 


I have neither time nor space to tell 


the story of that eventful day of hero 
worship, or of the hundreds of thou 
sands that crowded our avenues and 
streets till they were gorged almost to 
suffocation, or of the splendid sea of 
parti-colored bunting with which tbe 
second city of the world challenged 
the sky, and conspicuous among them 
all floated Old Glory with its beautiful 
coronal of stars and stripes. 


I can well imagine the admiral's 


feelings as he gazed on that scene of 
dazzling splendor, never again to be 
duplicated ia this broad 
land—no, 


never, and presently I will tell you the 
reason why. 


The admiral was riding beneath the 


arch erected to his honor when he sud- 
denly lelt a choking sensation in his 
throat, a hot mist seemed to blind his 
eyes, when, turning to the mayor, who 
sat by his side, he exclaimed in a 
husky voice mingled with grief and 
tears, "Oh, this is too much, too much 
glory for one man; too much, too 
much." 
Right you were, admiral; 


right you were, for perhaps he knew 
that behind the glory of this splend'd 
pageant, flxad aa iate, was that rays- 
terioui and eternal law of compensa- 


tion from the consequences of which 
no mortal can escape. It strikes down 
Dives seated on his throne of gold, 
surrounded by his lictors, and it kills 
the ragged beggar on the streets as 
pitilessly as the destroying whirlwind 
that sweeps along the sky. 


For every good thing that we receive 


in this world the law of compensation 
says we must pay. 
From this law 


there is no escape and the greater the 
obligation the more tremendous and 
inevitable the penalty. 


As the admiral sat gazing that night 


on the scene, of wondrous beauty and 
his heart swelled and beat quicker in 
response to the j >7ous shouts of loyal 
thousands that welcomed him back to 
"Home, Sweet 
Home," that night 


the glory of Admiral Dawey reached 
its zenith; the world was at his feet— 
the earth and its fulness were his and 
bis alone for the passing hour. 


Who, in that moment of triumph, 


could in his wildest dream have con- 
jieved that in a few short weeks this 
man, worshiped as a demi-god, would 
have exclaimed in the bitterness oi 
his soul, "My friends are all gone; 
not one to speak a word for me; no, 
not one 1" 
What sin had he commit- 


ted that wrungsuch a cry of agony from 
that stout old heart? 
He had found a 


woman who would be a solace and a 
companion for bis declining years, and 
had married her without inviting Mrs 
Grundy to the ceremony—"only this 
and nothing more." 
Fjrty years at 


sea, his life had been a lonely one; and 
after his long pilgrimage he had found 
i companion whom he could honor and 
Love. The lady was in every way fitted 
for the great station she was called up- 
on to fill; but the admiral had not taken 
all the land into his confidence and 
tiat was his bete noir. 


It was a pitiless storm that on the 


old hero's head—and for weeks it 
raged with unparalleled fury—all the 
little dogs, Tray, Blanche aud Sweet- 
heart, were barking at his heels; and 
society, having made a fool of itself 
long enough, at last began to inquire 
what is all this row about?
